Dr. Oppenhcimer Fears World 


Will Be Able To Avoid 


Using New Weapon 


PITTSBURGH, May 17 
The 
^dentist who directed laboratory 
preparations for the grim debut of 
the atomic bomb ex pressed little 
hope that the world will be able 
to avoid the challenge of its un­ 
measured power as a weapon of j 
war. 
Dr. J. Robert Oppenhcimer, who 
organized and directed the 
na­ 
tion's special atomic laboratory at 
Los Mamas, N. M., told the W est­ 
inghouse centennial forum Thurs­ 
day that only a will for permanent 
peace among the leading nations 
can serve as an effective check on 
the destructive force of atomic en­ 
ergy . 
Addrest 
c y r 
anent scientists, 
engine rs and scholars gathered 
here in commemoration of 
the 
100th anniversary of the birth of 
George 
Westinghouse, 
inventor 
and industrial pioneer. Dr. Oppen- 
heimer declared: 
"There is only one future of 
atomic ex plosives that I can re­ 
gard with any enthusiasm—that 
they should never be used in war. 
Since in any major total war. such 
as we have known in these late 
y ears, they will most certainly be 
used, there is nothing modest in 
this hope for the future. I? is that 
there he no such wars again.” 
“If there had never been and 
could never be an atomic bomb,” 
he pointed out, ‘‘the problem of 
preventing war in an age when 
science and technology have made 
It too destructive, too terrible to 
endure, would still be with us.” 
Dr. Enrico Fermi, atomic sci­ 
entist of the University of Chi­ 
cago and Nobel prize winner, also 
addressed the forum's afternoon i 
session. 
He said that if science succeeds 
In finding a practical method for 
using all of the energy locked up j 
in uranium the discovery would of- 1 
fer the world a tremendous source 
of power. 
Speaking on the same program, i 
Dr. Hugh S. Tay lor, dean of the I 
graduate school at Princeton uni­ 
versity and a prominent figure in 
the mobilization of science during 
World W ar II. suggested that dis­ 
coveries that came with the de­ 
velopment of atomic power may be 
the key to great advances in the 
field of chemistry . 
"The time is at hand,” he said, 
“when we should go bark to our 
fundamentals of inorganic and or­ 
ganic 
chemistry 
to 
ascertain 
whether, with the newer reagents 
now available on large technical 
scale, we cannot devise new ap­ 
proaches to old objectives.” 
Benefits for biology and medi­ 
cine to be ex pected through the 
use of atomic energy were dis­ 
cussed at the gathering by Dr. 
W. Edward Chamberlain, notel bi­ 
ologist 
and X-ray authority of 
Temple university .

about foreign affairs, said a surpris­ 
ing tiling iii a recent broadcast. Criticizing 
tho lack of action on the peace conference 
front, he seemed proud of the fact that 
although the Versailles treaty might be 
lack ing in some respects, still, within nine 
months of the end of World W ar I peace 
had been concluded with all nations of 
Europe. This time, after a y ear, no peace 
treaty has been signed with any European 
nation. 
Is this to be deplo red? Consider what 
happened after the first World War. The 
Versailles treaty and the peace settlements 
as a whole were what people nowaday s 
would call “ unrealistic.” They created the 
Polish corridor, source of so much later 
trouble, tried to hold Germany down with 
reparatio ns which her battered economy 
could not stand. The Polish corridor idea 
was fair enough. And Germany did more 
damage than she could ever pay for. But 
neither these ideas nor giving the Ty rol to 
Italy were practical. 
President Wilson did not ex pect every ­ 
thing to work perfectly from the begin­ 
ning. He did ex pect the League of Na­ 
tions to tak e over and to correct defects 
as they appeared. Then we ran out on the 
League. 
One of the least realistic ideas was that 
Germany , tak ing the form of a republic, 
could thereby become democratic. She was 
completely unfitted for self-rule, and prov­ 
ed it by letting Hitler follow Hindenburg. 
Surely it is better to tak e a little time, 
to mak e haste s lo w ly , to get the squabbles 
aired, to understand what we are doing, 
before mak ing definite peace treaties.

W A S H I N G T O N , May 17—The failures 


at Paris are due to several unmen­ 
tioned, underly ing facts: 
Russia dare not accept peace for the na­ 
tio ns she has seized— any k ind of peace. 
; She is not strong enough to be able to with­ 
d r a w her troops and open East-Central 
Europe to our trade, news or normal 


I peaceful 
dealings 
with

nations. 
While she is able to control or influence 
those governments through friendly politi­ 
cians back ed by troops, iii the past y ear of 
isolated peace, she has been unable to win 
the people. 
A by -word has risen in whispers among 
the Hungarians, for instance. When the 
Russians first entered Hungary , thoy rode 
in a great many truck s obviously Ameri­ 
can, and some Hungarian observed: “here 
comes Ghengis Khan in American truck s.” 
;The humorous allusion has grown into a 
,national Hungarian bon mot. It was appar­ 
ent behind the voting in the recent elec­ 
tion, when the Hungarians desired to give 
the Russians enough to k eep them from 
becoming angry , but regarded their occu- 
! pation as considerably under America’s 
helpful auspices. The conflict or compari­ 
son between Russia and America is funda­ 
mentally in mind throughout Hungary and 
the rest of Europe. My direct inside infor­ 
mation suggests the average Hungarian 
considers the Russians much less adroit 
than the Nazis, and are patiently , perhaps 
smilingly , waiting for time to prove the 
point. 
Another reason behind Russian quarter­ 
ing of 650,000 troops upon little Hungary 
(and 2,OOO,BOO througho ut Euro pe) is the 
condition in Russia proper, which has been 
mentioned before, but abo ut which there 


I is now fresh inside news. A British auth­ 
ority recently in Moscow tells of the tales 
j being related by Russian troops home on 
Heave from the occupied Balk ans (Ruman­ 
ia 
700,000 Russians, Bulgaria 280,000, 
[Austria 130,000.) Hungry as some of these 
nations are, their general standard of liv­ 
ing is still so far above the standard of 
Russia, that the occupation forces are 
amazed and won over to admiration by the 
j lux uries they see, which are nonex istant in 
Russia. The program of Russia to seduce 
them to Communist culture has been work ­ 
ing in reverse. A letter in Pravda recently

1 Russian province where the people were 
waltzing and two-stepping until 2 a. rn. 
The Russians are being converted to Vien­ 
na faster than Vienna to Communism, 
which mak es the Kremlin unhappy . Fur­ 
thermore the 2,000,000 men must be fed 
somewhere. 
So Molotov and his associates at Paris 
have been hard pressed to find reason for

My guess on Paris is that state secretary

this situation, 
k new he could not crack it, and has pre­ 
sented Molotov with propositions which 
have progressively developed the ridicu­ 
lousness and completely negative isolation­ 
ist stand of the Russians before the whole 
wo rld— thus to weak en their diplomatic 
position. 
Molotov 
for instance claimed 
there could be no big peace meeting of the 
21 nations until the treaties were conclud­

•ta rt of World War II, Poland 
has 
again 
become 
an 
issue 
among the big powers. 
It was the Nazi invasion of 
Poland in 
September of 
19 39 
which caused Britain and Prance 
to decalre war, in fulfillment of 
their pledge to defend Poland 
against attack . 
Today . Britain and the United 
States arc engaged in a non­ 
military 
struggle 
with 
Soviet 
Russia over the 
political and 
economic status of Poland, with 
the Polish people caught in the 
middle. There is no threat of 
war, but the outcome is lik ely 
to ha\e an important bearing 
or, the future line-up in eastern 
Europe. It also may answer the 
question of whether Poland is to 
become 
a 
democracy on 
the 
western model, or a communiz­ 
ed satellite of the Soviet Union. 
London and Washington ob­ 
viously fear the latter, and have 
started apply ing strong diplo­ 
matic and economic pressure to 
check 
the 
swing 
of 
ex isting 
provisional government to the 
ex treme left. 
The British and American com­ 
plaints are two-fold. Politically , 
they suspect that the “provis­ 
ional Polish government of na­ 
tional unC.y ” is try ing to evade 
its pledge to hold free, demo­ 
cratic election* for a permanent 


government. Economically , they 
fear that the provisional regime 
is try ing to tie Poland into the 
Russian orbit, to the disadvan­ 
tage of the western pow ers. 
Tile United States is mak ing 
no bones about putting on the 
financial screws. Washington has 
openly threatened to withhold 
its 
proffered $9 0/000,000 loan 
unless Poland gives assurance 
that Russia and her east Euro­

Great Britain is threatening 
to break relations with the pre­ 
sent Polish government if she 
finds that there has been politi­ 
cal persecution in advance of 
the elections. 
London has received what it 
considers evidence that an effort 
is being made to suppress the

Polish peasant 
party of Vice-Premier Stanis- 
law Mik olajczy k . 
The 
latter is fighting, with 
support, against a government 
move to present a single list of 
candidates in the elections. The 
national 
peasants 
think 
they 
have a chance to win a majo r­ 
ity if they can offer the people 
a ticket of their own. 


The British foreign office has 
hinted it might withdraw recog­ 
nition of the provisional govern­ 
ment if Mik olajczy k 
gets out 
of it. 
On the other side of the A t­ 
lantic, Washington wants detail­ 
ed information about what k ind 
of trade agreements the Polish 
government has made with Rus­ 
sia and other eastern European 
countries. 
A report on trade activities 
with Russia has just been issu­ 
ed in this country by the Polish 
press agency on behalf of the 
provisional government, but it 
does not contain the “secret” 
details Washington wants. 
The report interestingly point­ 
ed out that Poland’s trade agree­ 
ments are aimed for over 75 per 
cent of her imports to be mach­ 
inery and other equipment and 
raw materials for industry . Im ­ 
po rts from Russia are mainly in 
that category , the report said. 
The report quoted a state­ 
ment by the Polish minister of 
industry that the Soviet agree­ 
ments do not hamper commer­ 
cial treaties with other coun­ 
tries. It pointed to recent trade 
pacts with Britain, Switzerland, 
Sweden, Norway , Denmark and 
others.

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Some Medical Advice on 
What Makes an "Ideal" Shoe 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, MD. 


WHAT constitutes the “ ideal” 
shoe? 
In the past this 
question has 
been answered in various, and even 
contradictory way s, with one au­ 
thority proclaiming the need for 
rigid support and another warning 
against any . 
Today , medical men are coming 
more and more to the opinion that 
the only honest answer is that no 
one ty pe of shoe will serv e equally 
well for all ty pes of feet. 
Nonetheless, there 
are certain 
essentials which every shoe should 
meet. 
Stout Enough 
It should be stout enough to p*o- 
tect the foot against injury but 
not so rigid as to prevent free use 
of the foot. It should be waterproof 
and y et sufficiently porous; dur­ 
able and easily repaired, and 
(here’s comfort for the ladies) it 
should meet current ideas of fash­ 
ion at least to the ex tent that its 
wearer is not conspicuous by rea­ 
son of non-conformity . 
The doctor’s idea of a proper 
concession to fashion may not, 
however, jibe with that of the 
woman 
who 
regards 
two-inch 
spindle heels as necessary to good 
appearance. 
This is evidenced by the opinion 
of Dr. Norman C. Lak e, of Eng­ 
land, who believes that the 
wear­ 
ing of a heel up to I Vt inches can 
produce only slight disturbance in 
foot action and thus should not be 
greatly criticized. 
A higher heel will tend to dam­ 
age the fro nt part of the feet and, 
if it is really high, most of the body 
weight will be thrown on the meta­ 
tarsal bones just back of the toes. 
Since this area of the foot is not 
designed to bear this ex tra weight, 


foot deformities result. 
For this reason, Dr. Lak e be­ 
lieves the wearing of a heel higher 
than I Ti inches is to be con­ 
demned. 
One of the things which can hap­ 
pen from the wearing of too high 
a 
heel is spreading of the metatar­ 
sals, To prevent this, the shoe 
should be tight at the instep. A 
strap around this part of the shoe 
may also be helpful, particularly 
in golf shoes. Sometimes preven­ 
tion can be aided by shoes made 
with a metatarsal pad, placed just 
under the front part of the meta­ 
tarsals inside the shoe. 


Heel Necessary 
Some sort of heel appears to be 
necessary to provide ex tra wear at 
the point subjected to severest 
hammering on the ground. By and 
large, a % inch heel lik e that on 
the average man’s shoe is thought 
best in that it gives a good firm 
basis for wear without upsetting 
the balance of the foot. 
The shoe 
should 
fit 
snugly 
around the heel but it also should 
fit well in the instep or middle part 
of the foot and should be strongly 
made at this point. 
It goes without say ing that the 
shoe should fit properly . Too large 
a shoe is as bad as one that is too 
tight. In either case, there w ill be 
rubbing, with the production of 
coms and calluses as well as actual 
deformities. 
No one ty pe of shoe is suitable 
for all purposes, particula rly in re­ 
gard to the sole. For long walk s, 
or mountain climbing, a strong 
thick sole may be advisable. On the 
other hand, for ordinary usage a 
lighter, more flex ible sole is more 
satisfactory . If y ou choose y our 
shoes with care, y ou will aid a 
great deal in protecting y our feet.

WHAT constitutes th® "id®*!” 
shoe? 
In the pa*t this question hts 
been answered in various, and even 
contradictory ways, with one au­ 
thority proclaiming the need for 
rigid support and another warning 
against any. 
Today, medical men ar* coming 
more and more to the opinion that 
the only honest answer is th at no 
one type of shoe will senr® equally 
well for all types of feet. 
Nonetheless, there are certain 
essentials which every shoe should 
meet. 
Stoat Enough 
It should be stout enough to pro­ 
tect the foot against injury but 
not so rigid as to prevent free use 
of the foot. It should be waterproof 
and yet sufficiently porous; dur­ 
able and easily repaired, and 
(here’s comfort for the ladies) it 
should meet current ideas of fash­ 
ion at least to the extent that its 
wearer is not conspicuous by rea­ 
son of non-conformity. 
The doctor’s idea of a proper 
concession to fashion may not, 
however, jibe with that of the 
woman 
who 
regard! 
two-inch 
spindle heels as necessary to good 
appearance. 
This is evidenced by the opinion 
of Dr. Norman C. Lake, of Eng­ 
land, who believes that the wear­ 
ing of a heel up to 1% inches can 
produce only slight disturbance in 
foot action and thus should not be 
greatly criticized.

By and 
large, a % inch he* I like that on 
the average man’s shoe is thought 
best in that it gives a good firm 
baris for wear without upsetting 
the balance of the foot. 
The shoe should 
fit snugly 
around the heel but it also should 
fit well in the instep or middle part 
of the foot and should be strongly 
made at this point. 
It goes without saying that the 
shoe should f t properly. Too large 
a shoe is as bad as one that is too 
tight. In either ca«c, there will he 
rubbing, with the production of 
coms and calluses as well as actual 
deformities. 
No one type of shoe is suitable 
for all purposes, particularly in re­ 
gard to the sole. For long walks, 
or mountain climbing, a stror g 
thick sole may be adv Sable. Or, ti.® 
other hand, for ordinary ti-age a 
lighter, more flexible sole is more 
satisfactory. If you choose your 
shoes with care, you will aid a 
great deal in protecting your feet.
